Georgia Congressman Denounces Pro- 
posed Tariff. 


HE MADE A GREAT SPEECH 


Showing Where Measure Is Unjust 
to Porto Ricans 


—— | 


IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


AND THAT IT 


Congratulated at Its Close and Pro- 
nounced the Best Speech Made 
Against the Bill. 


Washington, /February @2.—(Special.)— 
The chief feature of today’s debate upon 
the Porto Rican question, so: far as the 
democrats was concerred, was the speech 
of Representative Brantley, of Georgia. 
It was really Mr. Brantley’s maiden ef- 
fort in the house, as he had not before 
made a set speech, although ever since 
he has been here he has taken an aative 
part in the affairs of that body, and it is 
not flattery to say that he did full jus- 
tice to his splendid ability in his argu- 
ment. He had tbeen given half an hour in 
the distribution of time to the democratic 
side, but when that had expired he was, 
by unanimous consent of ithe house, given 
all the time he desired in which to com- 
plete his argument. The result was he 
addressed the thouse for an hour and 
forty minutes and was given a splendid 
reception. His speech was an exhaustive 
study and presentation of the principles 
involved in the republican movement to 
make a colonial dependency of the newly 
acquired island of the West Indies and 
incidentally, of course, the broader rela- 
tion of the same question to the Philip- 
pines. 

When Mr. had concluded he 
was warmly congratulated by members 
on both sides of the chamber. Champ 
Clark, for instance, said that the speech 
was one that would make Brantley a 
national reputation. ‘Mr. Dolliver, of 
lowa, the great orator of the republican 
side, waid that Pwantley’s speech was 
undoubtedly the ibest he had heard on tthe 
democratic side of the question. Mr. Lit- 
tle, of Arkansas, said the speech was the 
best presentation of the democratic case 
that had yet been made on either side of 
lcongress, and there were many other 
tributes to the ability of the young Geor- 

ian. 

Mr. Brantley denounced ithe Porto Ri- 
can tariff bill as being unconstitutional 
and unjust to the Ponto Ricans. He said 
they 'were now a part of the United States 
and were entitled to all the markets of 
the United States. He insisted that con- 
gress could rot legislate outside of the 
constitution and that no bill could be de- 
fended upon the theory that congress 
had such power. This was imperialism, 
pure and simple. He said that the treaty- 
making power existed by virtue of the 
constitution and we could not override 
the constitution; that the president, with 
help of a foreign nation and the senate 
could not add to or take from the powers 
of congress as fixed by the constitution. 

As to the Philippines. 

In reference to the Philippines he took 
the position that the duty of congress 
Was to announce a definite policy with 
reference to them. This duty had ex- 
isted for a year and had not tbeen met. 
He admitted that time would be neces- 
sary to establish a permanent govern- 
ment, but time was not essential in de- 
termining the question of the intention. 
He denied that the president had any 
power announce to the Filipinos the 
intentions of this government, and ¢hat 
only congress could do ithis. He said 
that the new commissioners, shortly to 
be appointed to go there to establish g 
civil government, should go under the 
sanction and authority of congress and 
that congress should first authorize them 
to declare whether or not this govern- 
ment intended to permanently retain the 
Philippines.

He said that 
in the case of Cuba we had to get out 
after the pacification of the island and 
in the case of the Philippines we should 
get out as soon as a government was 
established there; that ‘we have no power 
to establish a government in Cuba, but 
we have the power to do so in the Philip- 
pines. 

In answer to the question as to what 
would. become of Cuba, that we had al- 
ready determined to leave, he said he 
thought when the question of our inten- 
tion .was settled that the patriotism of 
congress could be relied upon to carry 
our determination into effect with honor 
to ourselves. 

He did not want the Philippines, either 
under or outside the constitution. He 
thought there but two courses 
open to the congress—to 
for the permanent retention of 
the Philippines and Porto =_ Rico, 
coupled with a declaration that in due 
time they could be admitted to state- 
hood or to declare that they should have 
independence. Under such a declaration, 
if the Porto Ricans desired it, he would 
not object to retaining them, nor would he 
object to Cuba coming in undgr similar 
conditions. He pointed to Alaska as proof 
of ou- incompe.ency to govern a de- 
pendent people. Law and order does not 
prevail there, as shown by the report of 
the attorney general. Citizens living there 
thirty-two years under our government 
cannot yet acquire a title to their homes. 
He said that under our system of gov- 
ernment there were no rulers but the peo- 
ple, and that when we undertook to say

.that “we, the people, will govern you,” 


there was no machinery with which to-do 
it; a subject people can only be governed 
by arbitrary power, and congress has 
no such power, and cannot confer it.

The relief of Ladysmith js now taken 
to be a matter of course, and is likely to 
be announced before the end of the week, 
but it is quite within the probabilities 
that severe fighting will occur previous 
to the relief, while the detachments to 
be sent by General Buller to re-enforce 
Lord Roberts, subsequently to the relief, 
are likely to meet with strenuous resist- 
ance in the passes of the Drakensburg, 
in which fairly powerful burgher forces 
remain. 

Boer reports .say General Joubert’s 
nerves are unstrung and that he no long- 
er exercises the chief command. 

A dispatch from  Sterkspruit, 
Wednesday, February 21st, says: 

“The prominent rebels in this district 
intend to surrender and the Stormberg 
rebels will shortly lay down their arms.” 

There have been many eulogistic refer- 
ences to the speeches of Laurier and other 
Canadians on the subject of the losses of 
the Canadians in south Africa, concern- 
in~ which, curiously enough, there is not 
a single word, officially or otherwise, 
known or published here, except that two 
officers were wounded. 

Great relief has been caused here by 
the receipt of the news from Paardberg 
showing that Lord ‘Roberts is personally 
superintending the operations, and, though 
it is difficult to grasp the real situation, 
it is generally thought Lord Roberts is 
gradually tightening his grip on General 
Cronje’s forces. In spite of the apparent 
failure of Sunday’s attempt to storm the 
Boer position, it is evident that General 
Cronje is not merely laagered in the 
ordinary acceptance of the term, but oc- 
cupies a carefully prepared and strongly 
entrenched position, previously made 
ready with the object of stemming the 
prospective British invasion of the Free 
State. After failing to dislodge General 
Cronje, and in spite of great bloodshed 
on both sides, Lord Roberts seems to have 
tontented himself with shelling the Boers 
Monday and Tuesday. He has apparently 
contemplated a renewal of the assault 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Re-enforcements of gins anu men are 
also reaching Lord Rofterfs and it {is not 
thought that the Transvaal and Free 
Staters will be able to transport hurriedly 
a great number of men and horses. 

From the available information received 
here it appears that Lord Roberts com- 
pletely ‘surrounds General Cronje with 
artillery, thus releasing the other guns, 
of which, military experts assert, he has 
plenty to defeat all re-enforcements of 
the Boers as they arrive in detail. The 
fact that General Cronje asked for an 
armistice points to great losses as well 
as indicating that he recognized that 
his hope lies in securing delay in order 
to allow Boer re-enforcements to create 
a diversion in Lord Roberts's rear.

BOERS SUFFER HEAVY LOSS. 


Roberts Advises War Office of Suc- 
cessful Bombardment. 


London, February 22, 4:17 p. m.—The war 
office has received fiom Lord Roberts 
the following message, which was de- 
layed in transmission, dated Paardeberg, 
Wednesday, February 2lst: 

“Yesterday afternoon I was satisfied bv 
a careful reconnoissance in foree of the 
enemy's position that I could not assault 
it without very heavy loss, which I was 
most anxious to avoid. Accordingly, I de- 
cided to bombard him with artillerv and 
turn my attention to the enemy’s re-en- 
forcemenits. The result was most satis- 
factory. The Boers were driven off in 
all directions, losing a good many killed 
and wounded and about fifty prisoners, 
who say they arrived from Ladysmith 
two days ago by railroad. They also say 
it was our artillery fire which caused 
them to abandon the kopje they were oc- 
cupying. Our loss was two officers—Cap- 
tain Campbell, of the Ninth Lancers, and 
Lieutenant Houston, of the artillery—and 
four men, all slightly wounded.”

First there must be a two-thirds vote 
in behalf of such amendment by both 
houses, and then three-fourths of the 
states must ratify it through their leg- 
islatures. There is another way. 
two-thirds of the states make applica- 
tion, congress must cali a national 
constitutional convention to formu- 
late an amendment. 

Certainly the outlook seems some- 
what hopeless, and yet, in the course 
of our history there have been several 
amendments made to the constitution. 
Almost every year and the transac- 
tions of many legislatures are conl- 
stantly adding not only to the reason- 
ableness, but to the necessity of such 
an amendment. The recent proceed- 
ings before the committee engaged in 
investigating the senatorial election In 
Montana furnish a great object lesson 
to the rest of the country. 

The changed conditions that have 
taken place, the commercial considera- 
tions that have taken the place of the 
old habits of thought and action, the 
new power that money has achieved in 
the minds of our public men, all make 
it necessary that this form of tempta- 
tion should be taken out of the hands 
the legislature and _ distributed 
among the people, where its effects 
will be less dangerous. What is known 
as “the business interests’’ have De- 
come more important than the inter- 
ests of the whole people in the minds 
of a great many public men, hence the 
political degeneracy that has become 
such a marked feature of the times. 

So far as Georgia is concerned, the 
remedy has been found in the prima- 
ries. The people are thus able to 
choose their senators by ballot, not dl- 
rectly, but indirectly: and the legisla- 
ture which can be induced to ignore 
the choice of ‘the people is not likely 
ever to assemble in this state.

IN THE PUBLIC EYE, 


Leander J. McCormick, whose death oc- 
curred in Chicago last Tuesday, was tae 
last of the brothers who founded the big 
harvesting company in Chicago more than 
fifty years ago; the’otherg being Cyrus 
H.. the senior member of the firm, and 
Wiliam S. Mr. McCormick Was born in 
Rockbridge county, Virginia, February §8, 
1819. His ancestors were S-:otch-Irish 
who settled the valley during the eight- 
eenth century and participated in the rey- 
olution and the war of 1812. Cyrus H. 
McCormick was the nmrst member of ine 
family to leave the old homestead in 
Virginia to seek his fortune in the new 
west, but he was soon followed by his 
two brothers. They bégan business in Chi- 
cago ‘n 1849, when that metropolis was 
an infant village on whe frontier line of 
civilization in its westward progress, Dur- 
ing the first year they turned out 700 reap- 
ers, but in the following year. they 
creased the number to 180. Business 
proved brisk and prices so satisfactory 
that by 1857 the partnership boasted of 
a capital of $360,000, with an output of

inventions which seemed at the time mar- 
'velous, and which were themselves ex- 
|ceedingly important, were made bythe 
| brothers, Leander advising in the details

lary seat was devised for the man whose

stead of a tired toiler trudging around 
the field he gas enabled to perform the 
work easier and*better. Later a seat for 
the driver was invented and he left his 
place on the pack of one of the horses. 
So important was this change as to evoke 
from the United States commissioner of 
patents the statement that it was “the 
crowning glory .of the machine.’ Other 
changes and inventions followed in 1832 
and 1553 and 1854, for which credit is duc to 
the McCormick brothers and the genius 
of their father before them. When the 
war broke out Cyrus H, was in Europe, 
and his foresight led him to see that 
there would be an increase in the price 
of material. With a happy stroke he se- 
‘cured a large supply of iron and stee! 
|}and articles used jn the manufacture of 
ireapers, thus securing an smmense ad- 
vantage for the firm. Then it was known 
as C. H. McCormick & Bros. Upon the 
death of William S. the name was changed 
to C. H. & L. J. McCormick. In Ii 
the. great fire destroyed the magnificent 
property of the firm and the loss was 
specially heavy in view of the fact that 
a new building had just been erected and 
a new lot of machinery put in, but with 
characteristic enterprise the firm goon 
rallied and hbegan;::to prosper afresh. In 
1879 it was decided to form a corporation, 
and accordingly the partnership was 
merged into the Jatter, and the name of 
| the McCormick Hiarvesting Machine Coin- 
| pany. was adopted. In 1889 Mr. McCor- 
'mick retired from business, having dur- 
ing the year previous constructed a com- 
plete set of models showing the progress 
of the reaper from the first invention of 
hig father. These models he was proud 
| to display and explain their mechanism 
to interested callers. Since then his 
moneyed interests have been in real es- 
tate largely. In the pages of the earlier 
history of Chicago along the lines of s0- 
|cial and church Hfe his activity is re- 
'lated. In 18% he was one of the petition- 
'ers to the north Presbyterian church for 
| permission to found an old school Pres- 
| byterian church on the south side. This 
| was done, and they styled it the South 
| Presbyterian church of Chicago. The 
' family continued members there unti] the 
Slavery discussion became rife.

At the January 
meeting of the board of county commis- 
siosers Mr. Corrigan was unanimously 
elected to serve the county until the time 
of assuming his official duties with the 
city court. 

He succeeds W. H. Williams, who was 
city court bailiff for several years under 
Solicitor O'Neill. Mr. Williams retired 
from active duty as bailiff several days 
ago and left Tuesday night for England. 
He expects to remain in Lancashire sev- 
eral weeks and will then go to Paris, 
where he will stay during the fair to be 
held there this year. 

John Corrigan will be succeeded as 
courthouse custodian by Samuel P. Mar- 
but, who was elected to that office in 
January by the board of county com- 
missioners, with the provision that he 
was to assume the duties of that office 
when Mr. Corrigan began his work as 
city court bailiff. 

Solicitor Eugene R. Black !s one of 
the most popular young attorneys in At- 
lanta. For a number of years he has 
been associated with his brother, Wil- 
liam H. Black, in the practice of law 
and is well known not only in the city, 
but throughout the entire state. 

He has already announced himself a 
candidate for the solicitorship of the city 
court when his successor is to be elected 
by the people.
